1. Tobegin with the loweſt degree 
of praiſe, which God reaps from the 
wrath of man ;$ He permits it : for other- 
wiſe it could not be : And he permits it 
upon moſt holy and wiſe counſel, None in- 
deed can deny God's abſolute Dominion 
and ſoveraignty over all his creatures. 
He may ao with them, and every of them, 
what he will; and who ſhall ſay unto him 
what aoeſt then ? But tt muſt be together 
ackgowledged, that in the Government 
of, world, and eſpecially of men, God 
makes as little uſe of this ſoveraign Do- 
minion, as ever did any who pretended 
to ſoveraignty. What to Man Law is, 
thar to God is his Infinite Wiſdom: and 
what ever he does, he does for moſt ex.

He rather wills what 
he does, becauſe it is good, than does an 
thing, becauſe he abſolutely walls 1t : 4 
thatT dare not ſay, Arbitrary Government 
Cthar is abſolute Will for a Law) has eny 
precedent even in the Empire of the moſt 
High. Having therefore in the Crear /ox 
made free Agents, his wiſdom did not ſee 
it fir, to ſeem fo far inconſiſtent with 
himſelf, as by his Provzdence ever to -zye 
them vp. He can Regwlare their A - 
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and Govern their Actices 19 Other ways: 
and he?il ſhew it ſoone day. In the mean 
while he'll not Enſigve his Subjetts for his 
Gicpy. He leaves them in the hand of their 
0:Þ12 counſel ; ; gives them indeed molt ex- 
ce'leat Laws, and thoſe enforced by moſt 
proper lanQions, of the higheſt Rew ards 
and Puniſhmeats. He is not wanting 
with the ſweet breathing and Preventi- 
ons of his ſpirit, or atfiitances of his 
grace ; but atier all, he precludes not men 
from theiy natural foci He 1 15 ever COn- 
fant to himſelf, the ſame 1n providence 
as In creation ; the holy 1mmutabie God, 

without vriation or ſhadow of change. F "I 
wrath of man ſtill may break forth, and it 
praiſes God, in that it is Permitted. 

But much more (2.) in that it is Limie 
zed, and even in every particular in- 
ſtance, molt particularly. Men do indeed 
commonly. what they will ; but moft 
timesnot ſo much miſchiefas they would.

And 
both wrath, pride, and wi/aom, of Devils 
as well as ze, ſhall God reſtrain, when .- 
he pleaſes not to turn them to his praiſe. 
Ler there then be Helliſh plots, yer our 
God ſhall confound them. |

of the word, which we render reſtrain, 
vizihe ſhall pird himſelf;whether with the 
remainder of the wraths.of Enemies as 


with ſpoils, when he has defeated what 


thereof he liftsz or with wrath of his 


own, againſt his Enemies, I may not 
ſtand to diſcuſs: I have thought fit to 
keep to our own tranſlation. Waving 
therefore theſe interpretations, I ſhall 
only in two words conſider, How God ree 


ftrains the remainder of wath, which he 


does not fee fit ſhall praiſe him.
